STRAFFORD FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION INC. 


It was voted at the monthly meeting of Strafford Firemen’s 
Assn. Inc. held Jan. 8; 1953 that the Association through its 
Secretary and Treasurer prepare a report to be included in. the 
Annual. Town Report, setting forth the present status of the 
Association, its accomplishments and present financial standing, 
together with the future aims and needs of the Fire Department. 


At present we have 38 active volunteer fire fighters, and 
nine associate or nonactive members, with an average attend- 
ance of over 17 at our monthly meetings—a very encouraging 
number, indeed. 


At the beginning of our fiscal year we had in the treasury 
$81.44; a balance still due on the fire truck of $350.00, an un- 
completed fire house, a new heating plant to buy and install, 
and fuel and necessary supplies to pay for. 


We are proud to report that the fire house is now nearly 
‘completed, thanks to much volunteer labor; the mortgage on 
the fire truck has been burned; a new heating plant has been 
eae and paid for; and all current bills have been paid to 

ate. 


All this was accomplished by the amount voted last Town 
Meeting, and the efforts of the Association’s personnel in pro- 
moting dances, turkey supper and raffle, and by donations 
from friends of the Association. 


During the year the selectmen deeded a piece of land to 
the Association, and Mr. Gale donated another plot of ground 
approximately 108’ x 20’, which has been filled and graded, 
giving ample room for parking and for drying hose. 


The. fire squad has responded to several emergency calls, 
with a resulting saving of property, that well justifies every 
expense incurred. 


Looking to the future we still have a long way to go,— 
more equipment is needed particularly hose and extinguishers, 
sources of water supply must be considered, if we are to serve 
with reasonable efficiency; whole-hearted co-operation by every 
householder is solicited in this last important measure.

I respectfully report there is no litigation pending for or 
against the Town of Strafford as of Dec. 31, 1952.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


During the early part of 1952 the Town was unusually 
free from communicable diseases. Owing to a long period of 
drouth and hot weather most of the shallow springs and wells 
became contaminated by intestinal bacteria, thus the water 
was reported not safe for drinking purposes by the State Lab- 
oratory of Hygiene. 


At the Newton School chlorination was resorted to; at the 
Old City School the water was boiled and cooled; at the Miller's 
Pond School water from a different source, which had been 
declared wholesome, was used. 

After heavy rains and cooler weather tests have shown all 
of these water supplies free from contamination. 


It is quite evident that whenever the water in a shallow 
spring or well becomes low a thorough cleaning job, would pre- 
vent much of this condition. All foreign matter should be 
removed, the walls and strainers washed, and measures taken 
to see that surface drainage cannot get into the water supply. 

Starting late in October we have had a real epidemic of 
chicken pox, 36 cases having already been reported. 


The general condition of our school buildings and equip- 
ment is fairly good. However, some attention should be given 
to the toilets on the primary side of the Newton School. Also, 
a new water tank or a water supply is definitely indicated at the 
Old City School. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the teachers and 
members of the School Board for their whole-hearted co-opera- 
tion during the severe water shortage.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


The Vermont.Department of Health since July 1, 1951 
has offered a program which affords an opportunity for all towns 
in the state to have some Public Health Nursing Service. Prior 
to this date certain towns did not share the benefits of this 
service. The offering of a state-wide public health nursing 
service has necessitated making it a limited program due to the 
amounts of funds available for the purpose. The service has 
been financed entirely by State and Federal Tax Funds. No 


town contributions are required. 


The Health Department nurse works in cooperation with 
local physicians, nurses, town officials and citizens, helping 
them to evaluate health facilities already available in the town 
and to develop plans for meeting any health needs which may 
be felt to exist. Assistance with the formation cf a Health 
Council may be included if this seems desirable, and she may 
also help with plans for Civilian Defense. . 


Assistance with a health program for infants, preschool; 
and school children is. included in the public health nurse’s 
program, and under the supervision of the family physician she 
may also give services to persons reported to have tuberculosis 
or venereal disease, since the control of these diseases is delegated 


by law to the Health Department. 


63 visits were made to families and schools. 


2 Medical Conferences were held to give an 
opportunity for children in Grades 1 and 3 
and for those under 6 to have physical 
examinations and immunizations. These con- 
ferences were the responsibility of the 
Parent-Teacher Association and the Health 
Council assisted by the public health nurse. 


115 children were examined by Dr. W. F. Putnam. 
67 were vaccinated against smallpox. 


21 were given a series of 3 doses of toxoid to 
protect them against diphtheria, whooping 
cough and tetanus, and 


52 were given diphtheria-tetanus toxoid. 
The defect most commonly found was decayed 
teeth, so it would seem that thought should be 
given to some type of plan for dental care. 
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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE — (Continued) 


The public health nurse would be glad to know of expectant 
mothers and mothers of young children who would like to dis- 
cuss with her the health needs of their families. She would also 
be glad to help in making plans for the correction of physical 
defects found at school medical examinations. A card address- 
ed to Miss Lois Jenkins, the present public health nurse, at 
Woodstock will reach her.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of Strafford: 

This report is for the school year ending June-30, 1952 
and is a part of the report of the Board of School Directors 
required by law. 

Two one-teacher schools and the four-teacher village school 
were each in session for 170 days, the minimum length of school 
year now required by law. The average number of pupils 
enrolled was 137, and the average daily attendance was 124.09. 
Three elementary and thirty-four high school pupils, residents 
of the town, attended school outside of the district. The average 
membership. for high school pupils was 32.3. ‘The average cost 
per pupil was, for elementary schools $178.92, and for high 
school, $188.08. Sixty-nine elementary school pupils were 
transported at an average cost of $53.43 for the year. 

The total number of different elementary school pupils 
enrolled was 134. One hundred nine were promoted, four were 
promoted conditionally, ten were not promoted, ten were 
transferred to other schools, and one dropped out of school. 
The percentage of attendance for the year was 93.82. The 
vision and hearing of pupils were tested by the teachers. Stand- 
ardized achievement tests indicated that the pupils progressed 
satisfactorily in their school work. 

The necessary books, materials of instruction and equip- 
ment have been furnished. There are needs, however, that 
should hold high priority if and when they can be met without 
imposing undue financial burden upon the town. ‘The seats 
and desks of all of the pupils in town are of a modern type, 
adjustable for correct posture, with the exception of about 
thirty at the Newton school. These should be provided to 
give equal advantages to all. The concrete steps at this school 
are in need of extensive repair or replacement to eliminate a 
dangerous condition. The enrollment at Millers Pond school 
has increased to twenty-seven. There are so many children 
in the primary grades here, and they require so much of the 
teacher’s time and attention that conditions favorable to satis- 
factory learning are extremely difficult to provide. The trans- 
portation of pupils of grades seven and eight from this school 
to the Newton school should be seriously considered. 

I am grateful to the school directors, parents, teachers, 
community organizations and townspeople for their helpful 
interest and generous support of our school program.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS 


We have estimated our costs for operating the schools for 
the year July 1, 1953 to June 30, 1954 at $31,710.00, shown 
in column four in the table ‘‘Budget - Classified School Ex- 
penditures’. This compares with a budget of $29,541.00 for 
the current school year as shown in column two of the same table. 


We anticipate receiving approximately $11,200.00 from 
State Aid which compares with having actually received 
$11,152.29 for the current school year. It will then be necessary 
to raise $20,510.00 from taxes which will require .a tax of $4.00 
on the grand list or an increase of .55 cents over the current 
year school tax. 


In 1952 Town Meeting a .25 additional tax was voted for 
school purposes. In 1951 Town Meeting a .15 additional tax 
was voted. for school purposes. 


Even with a .55 cent increase, this would not include in the 
budget provision for teachers’ salaries above $2200. The state 
minimum for a 4 year trained teacher may be $2500. per year. 


No funds have been budgeted for many necessary repairs 
including front steps at the Newton school; running water in 
rural schools; back steps at Newton school. 


Some of the reasons why it is continually costing more to 
operate schools: 


1. Increasing teachers’ salaries. Ours are still low. We 
budgeted this year for a $100 increase for each teacher. We 
may have to pay more in order to maintain a good teaching 
staff. We feel this is of the utmost importance. 


2. In three years High school tuition rates have increased 
per pucil from $150 to $200. The state maximum is $175.00. 
Strafford voted to pay $200 per pupil. Many schools are more 
than this and some students attending high schools in this area 
are paying up to$70 per year additional tuition. It is not lkely 
that we will pay more than $200 per student. The majority 
of our high school students attend Thetford Academy where 
the $200 covers the tuition. | 


3. However, the numbers of our high school students are 
increasing. Next year we have 4 more students planning to 


attend high school than will graduate. 
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REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTCRS — (Continued) 


4, In an attempt to hold our good teachers, we this year 
instituted a 5 day sick leave for each teacher. All surrounding 
towns had already done this. It means for Strafford, an added 
$210 per year. This is added in with teachers’ salaries in the 


budget. 


5. Purchase of a new bus. An absolute necessity this 
year. It was financed through the National Life Insurance 
Co. at two percent. We now owe $4000. on this bus—to be 
paid off $1,000. per year. 


The bus which transports children to Millers Pond School 
will be in constant need of repair from now on. 


Our school is crowded at Millers Pond. We may have to 
transport all or part of them to South Strafford. 


6. Increase in fuel costs and cost of all supplies. 


7. Installation of separate water supply for flush toilets 
at Newton School. 


8. Installation of oil burning stove at Pond school.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT OF THE AUDITORS 


In preparing this year’s annual Town Report, your Auditors 
have again followed the recommendations made by the State 
Auditor. Taxpayers are reminded, also, that all town records, 
vouchers, etc., are always open to public inspection. 


We again submit the following suggestions for your con- 
sideration and action by the appropriate Town Officers at the 
earliest possible time: 


1. That in future Town Reports the time worked, and 
labor rates for all town employees, as well as quantities of 
materials purchased or used, be included. For this purpose. 
it will be necessary that all vouchers and bills show this informa-. 
tion and data. 


2. That a Road Equipment Account be established, as 
recommended at the 1951 Town Meeting. For such.an account 
it will be necsssary to have the value of the equipment, the 
estimated life of the equipment, and other pertinent data. 
We further recommend, as suggested by. the State Auditcr 
that a separate bank account be established for such a Road 
Equipment Account. 


3. That a Budget Committee be organized to make a 
special study each year of the Town’s financial condition, to 
recommend the tax rate, and submit a budget of operation for 
the year, and such report be included in the annual report. 


4. A study of the tax lists indicates many instances of 
apparent inequities. This in no way reflects on the excellent 
work done by the Listers, but is a condition that always arises 
over a term of many years. It is therefore recommended that 
as early as possible, and not later than the 1954 Quadrennial, a 
re-appraisal of real and personal property valuations be made, 
and an up-to-date basis of taxation be established. For this 
purpose, we further recommend the employment of outside 
experts or consultants.
